Specification 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 250 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat Information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Therefore, "means" (line 4) is a form and legal phraseology often used in patent 
claims and should be avoided. 
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The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout and content for patent 
applications. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 



Arrangement of the Specification 

The following order or arrangement is preferred in framing the specification and, 
except for the reference to "Microfiche Appendix" and the drawings, each of the lettered 
items should^appear in upper case, without underlining or bold type, as section 
headings. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should 
follow the section heading: 



(a) Title of the Invention. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research or Development. 

(d) Reference to a "Microfiche Appendix" (see 37 CFR 1 .96). 

(e) Background of the Invention. 

1 . Field of the Invention. 

2. Description of the Related Art including information disclosed under 
37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s). 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention. 
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(i) Claim or Claims (commencing on a separate siieet). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure (commencing on a separate sheet), 
(k) Drawings. 

(I) Sequence Listing (see 37 CFR 1.821-1.825). 

Responsive to this Office action, it is suggested to amend the disclosure to reflect 
(I) in this arrangement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Dussell et al. (US 5,938,721A). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Dussell et al. teaches a system/method for accessing 
information over a communications network comprising a database (10; see fig. 1) 
containing the information - the database being accessible over the network (abstract at 
lines 10; col. 2: 1 - 5; col. 3: 27 - 32 at least) and a wireless device (not explicitly 
shown) communicating with the network and including location determination means for

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determining geograpliic position and generating information based upon a location 
proximate to the device's position (Dussell et al. uses GPS or other sources lil<e 
GLONASS satellites and/or pseudolites; note summary; col. 3: 36 - 39, 60 - 65; col. 5: 
37 - col. 6: 29). 

Even though Dussell et al. has not recited the information being "real estate" 
information, Dussell et al.. has taught reaching a location near a grocery store. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention as a 
matter of common sense to equate the physical location of the grocery store as 'real 
estate' information as claimed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ladner et al. (US 5,594,425A) teaches an apparatus including a 
receiver for receiving location information indicative of the receiver location.
